Call to order: 


The meeting was called to order by Don KD@HHN at 7pm with 
7 members and 1 guest present. 


Introductions: 
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Introductions of the members and our guest, Joe Lauletta, 
W6JFL, were done. 


Proposals for membership: 


He holds a 
Technician license and recently moved here from California. He is retired 
Chief Gunners Mate from the US Navy. Has been in Law Enforcement for 
over 7 years, was offered the chance for Paramedic school and has been 
one for 16 years. He is currently employed full time as a Paramedic for 
the Ralls County Ambulance district. A motion was made by Ken,KE®KCQ, 
and seconded by Cliff, KOCA, to accept Joe as a member. The motion 
carried. 


Minutes of Previous Meeting: 

There were no changes or corrections to the minutes of last 
month’s meeting.

Repeaters: 


Al, N9MAF, reported that the repeaters are performing as 
expected. He went over both repeaters yesterday and performed a power 
standing wave check and everything is working as they should. He 
cleaned up the terminals on the batteries on the 88 machine. He also did 
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an emergency backup test by unplugging the units and letting them run on 
battery power, and both repeaters were working fine. He doesn’t know 
how long the units would last on battery power, however. Ed, NOWNV, 
asked when was the last time the batteries were changed out. Al said that 
the 625 machine has a new deep cycle marine battery for its backup. it 
should last 8 to 10 hours unless there is a lot of heavy use. The 880 
machine has several Gel Cell batteries that were brand new in 2017. Being 
gel cell units, they should last a lot longer. The 625 battery is only about 6 
months old. He has not been working on the computer programming for 
880, he will get with Jody, KE®OAA soon to work on that. 


Old Business: 


Field Day: Cliff, K@CA, reported that we had 5 members 
operate this year. They were Larry, WB2UFO; Cliff, K@CA; Al, NOMAF; 
Tony N@NPA; and Chet, W@CCR. He believes there were 3 operators from 
the Quincy club. Al said he made contacts on all bands, including a 6 
meter one from France. Cliff also reported that Jim, N9JF was one of the 
Quincy stations, and he usually has a good score on the CW portion of 
Field Day. Everyone who filed asked that the club be given the credit for 
their scores, so we will see how we fare. Hopefully next year we will 
have someplace we can operate from, and get back to a more normal 
Field Day. We currently have enough participating to do a combined 
group, but not enough to do separate groups as in the past. Bands were 
funny, on Saturday, HF was 20 meters and down and on Sunday 6 and 10 
meters opened up. 


DX Engineering: Don, KD@HHN, reported that he checked and 
DX does have a you-tube channel with the videos available. unfortunately 
we do not have wi-fi at our current meeting location. We could see about 
downloading some of the videos onto a zip drive and then viewing them 
at a meeting, or having a hotspot from a phone to view them. It was also 
mentioned before of the possibility of meeting at the City of Hannibal 
court room as it is not used on Wednesday nights. That option would 
probably give us wi-fi access to view the videos. Ken, KE®KCQ, will check 
into the possibility of moving the meeting to that facility. Ken also 
mentioned that he had been talking to Rocky, KE@KCR, and the person 
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that handles the booking of the facility we are now at has said that the 
club has that facility on the second Wednesday so any other group that 
wants to use the facility can do so, just not on our meeting night. 


New Business: 


Severe Weather: Don, KD®@HHN mentioned that with 
the surge in severe weather and the damage it has been causing, he is 
asking that when the National Weather Service, Code Red, or whomever 
issues a weather statement, that all members turn your radios on, if not 
already and monitor the 625 repeater in case he has to activate a net. He 
is also working on setting up a region wide spotter network using ham 
operators. He would also like to see about setting up classes and see if 
the weather would give incentive to people to get their license. 


COVID-19: He also reported that the Delta variant of 
the COVID virus is sweeping through the country, Springfield, Mo area is 
being overwhelmed because of this. If we need to we will consider going 
back to contactless meetings, either by Zoom, 625 machine or whatever. 
The Delta strain he hitting elderly, young and especially the unvaccinated. 
He will keep everyone appraised of the situation. Also discussion that it 
looks like the COVID vaccine will be like a flu shot with a booster needed 
every year.

They also monitor 
Eolia repeater, 625 machine, Quincy repeater. NWS chat is restricted to 
ham operators who run a weather net and this is how Don is able to 
access the program.
